The following is the propased prohib-
itory amendment te the vonstitution of

the state of Ovegon, which the people

will probably ratify by their votez on
the Sth of Novembor, 1887

Resalved by the Howxer, Nenvete
Conenrring, That the following amend-
ment to the constitation of the state of
Oregon be and is hereby proposed:

ARY. Xa1X. SecrioxN 2. The
fucture, sale or the giving sway, or the
offering to give away, or the keeping
for sale of any spiril uous, vinuouns, malr,

. distilled, fermented, or uny intoxieat-
ing liquors, whatever, ix prohibited in
this state, except for maedical, «wientifie
or mechanical purposes,

SectroN 2. The legislative assombly
shall provide by law in what manner,
by whom and at what plancesuch liguors
or any of them shall Ils-- manuinetured
or sold, or kept for sale !

SEcTIox 3. This amendmient =hsll
take effeet and be in full foroe six
months from the date of its ratification
by its clectors.

Secrox 4. The legiziative nssembly
